Towafd Another Term 
for President.

Income taxes are to be cut again. } 
The. long shadow of an. approaching 
reduction already falls across the 
Federal Treasury at Washington. 
Lower rates put into effect’ last 
March’ have buried the estimates be- 
neath a flood of gold, just as they 
did in 1924, and receipts for the fis- 
cal year, now near its close, bid fair 
to touch the $4,000,000,000 mark re- 
corded when taxes were reduced two 


years ago. 
Washington no longer talks of a 
deficit during the present year, 
which ends on the last day of next 
month. The anxiety of March has 
been changed to rejoicing in May. 
The year will end with a whopping 
surplus—not less, it is believed than 
Ean and * possibly as much 
,000,000. The public debt, for 
* first time since the war, will 
drop below the $20,000,000,000 line, 
as Uncle Sam closes the ledger for 
é¢he year, and another prospective 
surplus looms up as a dividend to 
the income taxpayer in 1927. | 
Calvin Coolidge's star climbs up- 
ward still toward its zenith in the 
financial sky as he looks toward 
1928 and another prseidential .elec- 
tion. While no word comes trom 
the silent master of the White

Economy Counts. 

A trinity of happy events has 
combined to produce another Treas- 
ury surplus this year, where less 
than three months ago it was ap- 
prehended that a deficit might fol- 
low the generous tax reduction 
made by Congress. The first devel- 
opment was that the Treasury ex- 
perts had-failed to grasp the mag- 
nitude of the business boom of 
1926. Their guesses, like spent ar- 
rows, fell-far short of the target. 
The second development was that 
Congress itself spared the Treasury 
to an unusual degree, though it ran 
wild as to proposals for spending 
money. The third thing was that 
the geverament tightened its belt 
and simply did not spend all the 
money it was authorized to spend. 

As a result one finds that ‘more 
money will flow into the Treasury 
this year of lower taxes than the ex- 
perts figured would accrue under 
the higher tax rates. They esti- 
mated as their first guess, back in 
December, 1924, that the govern- 
ment would take in a grand total of 
$3,641,000,000. A year later the 
experts changed their — to 
$3,880,000,000. 

But even that estimate was 
based on the old tax rates—those 
prevailing last year. Between the 
time that estimate was made and 
the present, Congress cut taxes 
egain to an estimated extent of 
about $460,000,000 a year. Had 
the experts’ guess been correct the

SOLIDITY OF NATION 
THREATENED, HE SAYS 


Resolution Will Call for com· 
mittee of Five to Sift 
Fund Sources. | 


Representative George H. Tink- 
am, of Massachusetts, tomorrow 
will introduce in the House @ reso- 
lution for an investigation of pay- 
ments of money or fees said to have 
been made by.the Antisaloon league 
to Representative Louis C. Cramton, 
of Michigan, and other members of 
the House. 

In an explanatory statement is- 
sued yesterday Mr. Tinkham de- 
clared the time has come when ‘‘the 
ecclesiastical and. political organ- 
ization known as the Antisaloon 
league of America and its agents 
must be handled without: gloves.” 
He charges that it controls the gov- 
ernment through fear and by 
money so that “free government has 
become a mockery and a phantom.” 

Wayne B. Wheeler, general coun- 
sel of the organization, is charged 
with misrepresentation and mis 
leading statements before commit- 
tees of Congress and in the press, 
but the strength of the scteituation 
represents, Mr, Tinkham declares, 
is such that ‘it constitutes a gov- 
ernment within a government and 
has suppressed free action by Con- 
gress, whose committees cringe and 
abase themselves before the. orders 
of its agents and servants.” 

The issues introduced into the 
United States by the Antisaloon 
ieague, says Mr. Tinkham, can not 
be settled by compromise, and 
threaten the very solidity of the 
union. “This ecclesiastical and 
political organisation,”’ he said, ‘“‘has 
packed the Federal bench and has 
destroyed confidence in its tatellee- 
tual integrity. 


No Public Dicousnting! 


“Public accounting has never 
been made of the vast sums of 
money collected by this organisa- 
tion, the sources from which they 
were received, and to whom the 
money has been paid. The league 
works with money in secret, and 
yet this irresponsible power now 
governs the United States and has 
set aside orderly democratic gov- 
ernment,”’ | 

Characterizing Wayne B. Wheeler 
asa “highly-paid professional head"’ 
of the Capitol lobby of the Anti- 
Mr. Tinkham de- 
clared that Wheeler did not state 
“even a half-truth’’ when he gave 
as a reason for his not appearing 
before the committee recently con- 
sidering proposed modifications of 
the Voletead act, that ‘every phase 
of the organisation's political activi- 
tles were revealed by him tn an 
admittedly unauthorised cross-ex- 
amination by Representative Tink- 
ham before a subcommittee of ap- 
propriations.”’ 

That statement, Mr. Tinkham aa- 
serts, is “as mendacious and mis- 
leading as are usually the state- 
ments issuing from this source.”’ 
Mr. Wheeler, he says. was not un- 
der oath, as he wou}! have been 
had he gone before the investi- 
gating committee, and knowing he 
would not answer, Mr. Tinkham 
says, he asked him no questions 
whatever concerning the finances of 
the league. | 

“Money is the great and secret 
power of the league,” said Mr. Tink- 
ham in his statement, ‘‘and could a 
complete public disclosure in detail 
be made in relation to its amount 
and use, the most stupendous scan- 
dal the United States has ever 
known would result, and it wéuld 
clearly demonstrate that the eight-

AN ARCHIVES BUILDING. 

The public buildings and fine arts commis- 
sions have decided that the first Federal build- 
ing to be constructed in Washington under the 
five-year building program shall be an archives 


building for the storing and safe-keeping of 
valuable public documents. Several depart- 
ments of the government are in urgent need of 
buildings in which to provide accommodations 
for the thousands of employes who are now 
forced to occupy temporary quarters, some of 
them in buildings that have been condemned. 
This is cepecially true of structures erected In 
the war period, which have had to be repaired 
time and again. No time should be lost in 
making plane for buildings to house the clerks 
who are now located in these dangerous places, 
and it is presumed the members of the public 
buildings commission have given due consider- 
ation to the demands. Human lives are more 
precious than public papers, but it is reasonable 


to assume that the decision to make the ar-. 


chives building the first work on the program 
does not mean that due provision has not been 
made for temporarily taking care of the clerks. 

It is gratifying that the commission has de- 

cided to expend as great 9 sum as $2,000,000 
‘or an archives building. That allotment will 
provide a structure that will be not only a 
itorehouse of ample dimensions and furnished 
with all safeguards against fire and dampness, 
yut one that will be in conformity with the 
seneral architectural beauty of the Capital as 
rrovided by the Bruce amendment. 
The question of a site for the new building 
1as not been decided. Indeed, except for the ad- 
lition it will make to the general scheme of 
‘rouping the public buildings, the matter of a 
‘ocation for the archives building is not mate- 
lal. There is plenty of room south of Penn- 
ylvania avenue and between Fourteenth and 
“Ifteenth streets for such a building. The 
;overnment now owns the property on the 
outh side of Pennsylvania avenue between 
‘ourteenth and Fifteenth streets, and it would 
‘ot be necessary, therefore, to purchase a site 
or the archives building. 

The public buildings commission has shown 
ommendable enterprise in getting down to 
‘usiness 80 soon after the passage of the bill, 
vhich carries an appropriation of $69,000,000 
or Federal buildings in Washington.

A showdown as between the two rival liberal 
‘eaders may take place tomorrow if, as seems 
xrobable enough, a party vote of censure is 
sroposed against Lloyd George for his attitude’ 
luring the general strike. It is considered cer- 
in that the Oxford adherents in the house of 
commons have sufficient strength to carry such 
a vote which, while it could not make Lloyd 
George cease to be a liberal, would be tanta- 
mount to drumming him out of the liberal 
party as at present constituted and led. 

Prudential considerations may, at the last 
moment, cause political and personal rancor 
_to stop short of so dangerously definitive a step, 
but, should the disciplining be proceeded with, 
Lloyd George ig not the man tamely to kiss the 
rod. He will still be a force to be reckoned 
with. Freed from even the semblance of al- 
legiance to his former associates, he will have 
more than one course open to him. He may 
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put himself at the head of a new party made |

The same argument 
applies, of course, to the Peruvian residents, 
Peru, indeed, has from the first desired the 
plebiscite that was agreed upon in the treaty 
of Ancon, and which, according to the treaty, 
should have been held in 1894. | 

No doubt one of Mr. Kellogg's reasons for 
persisting in the effort to find a solution other- 
wise than by plebiscite is the fact that condi- 
tions in Tacna and Arica do not yet permit 
the holding of a fair election. The Associated 
Press reports indicate that the Chilean au- 
thorities seem te be unable to prevent attacks 
upon Peruvians, even in Tacna. The plebdi- 
scite commission does not assert the full au- 
thority provided in the award for the establiqh- 
ment of satisfactory conditions, and probably 
it can not assert this authority so long as the 
Chilean civil and military administration is 
maintained. Apparently a situation has de- 
veloped in which the Chilean government is 
either unable or unwilling to suppress popu- 
lar disorder, while the plebiscite commission 
contenta itself with making representations to 
the government instead of establishing the 
conditions requisite to a fair. election. 

Chileans at one time looked favorably upon 
the plan to transfer Arica to Bolivia, and such 
high officials as Augustin Edwards actually 
proposed this solution of the problem. But 
Mr. Kellogg's suggestion that this plan be 
adopted has been answered by the demand of 
the Chilean congress that the plebiscite be 
held. The effort to find another solution is 
frowned upon by Chilean public opinion, and 
doubtless the government finds difficulty in 
explaining to the people that the plebiscite 
can not be held unless conditions are estab- 
lished which will guarantee safety to all 
Peruvian voters. 

The holding of a plebiscite, followed by 
proof that voters were intimidated and pre- 
vented from reaching the polls, would meke 
the situation’ worse than it is now. The 


American chairman of the plebiscite commis- 


sion can not afford to he a party to an unfair 
election. If Chile should finally reject all pro- 
posals and insist upon the plebiscite, it fol- 
lows that the authority given by both Chile 
and Peru to the arbitrator, empowering him 
to determine the conditions requisite to a fair 
election, shall be exercised with firmness and 
impartiality. This may involve the with- 
drawal of Chilean military forces and the tem- 
porary administration of the territory by the 
plebiscite commission.

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THE MODERN WOMAN'S DRES6. 


A famous British surgeon, Bir W. Arbuthnot 
Lane, has rison in defense of the modern wom- 
an's dress. Tho woman of today, he declares, 
has emancipated herself almost completely 
from.the ridiculous idea that any evidence of 
her natural shape must be concealed from the 
public gaze. Ho suggests that the world war 
perhaps breught about this change. The war, 
he says, brought men and women together in 
frank comradeship and taught the women that 
they are the equal of men in capacity to in- 
fluence the world and to bo useful in it. 
Women, the British surgeon says, have realized 
that their clothes should no longer interfere 
with their activities and that the form of their 
bodies is beautiful and natural, to be shown 
off to the best possible advantage. ’ 

The modern freedom of dress and activity, 
he says, has caused many persons to censure 
woman, but women have sense enough to 
realize that this is merely a transitional phase. 
and they intend to lead a more and more active 
life. Woman's dress, Sir Arbuthnot declares, 
should be of such a nature as to permit ex- 
posure to the air and sun and not interfere in 
any way with physical activity or exert any 
deleterious influence on the health. To appear 
beautiful, he says, is the duty of woman. 

No one can deny that the modern woman has 
emancipated herself from the shackles of dress. 
She no longer squeezes her body into vise-like 
apparel. She is free, so far as clothes are con- 
cerned, to bring all her muscles into active 
play. ‘She does not have to confine her ath- 
letic exercises to croquet. She plays golf and 
tennis, baseball and even football. She rows 
and runs, plays leapfrog, swims better than 
most men, and rides as well. Dressed as were 
the women of even a generation ago her in- 
dulgence in these health-giving, body-develop- 
ing sports would be impossible. After all, per- 
haps, the change, startling as it is, may be a 
good thing for future generations.

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WELFARE OF EMPLOYES. © 

A report made public today by the American 
Museum of Safety discloses the highly sugges- 
tive information that 20 years of organised 
accident prevention in the plants of the United 
States Steel Corporation has saved 46,000 men 
from death or serious injury, has averted acci- 
dents which would have disabled 322,000 other 
workmen, and has resulted in an actual saving 
to the corporation of more than $15,000,000. 


This movement was initiated by Judge Gary, 
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chairman of the board of the 
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record of accomplishment in accident preven- 
tion and health promotion that I have seen in 
the fifteen years of my association with the 
safety movement. When such industries as are 


‘represented by the plants of the United States 


Steel Corporation can show a reduction of more 
than 60 per cent in fatal and other serious 
accidents and more than 80 per cent in the 
less serious but disabling accidents, there is 
no longer excuse for the failure of any Industry 
to give the utmost attention to organized acci- 
dent prevention." 

What has been accomplished by the steel 
corporation can be done by other industrial 
concerns, in proportion to their sise. But the 
achievement calls for business statesmanship 
of a high order. It is p that a humaai- 
tarian policy can not only be correlated with 
business principles, but that careful provision 
for the welfare and happiness of its personnel 
is actually financially profitable to a great in- 
dustrial enterprise.

AMERICAN VALUATION UPHELD. 

When the tariff of 1922 was being framed, 
the House and Senate disagreed as to the 
method of valuation to be applied in appraising 
imported goods. For many years the foreign 
valuation, or the invoice price, was accepted 
usually as the true value for the application of 
what are known as ad valorem import duties, 
The House framed the rates on the basis of 
American valuation on the ground that the 
rapidly changing rates of exchange—that is, 
the gold value of foreign money—made it dif- 
ficult and often unfair to American competitors 
to appraise imported goods on the foreign 
value. ae 

The Senate disagreed with the House in this 
matter and adhered to the foreign or invoice 
value for the appraisemenc of imported goods. 
However, the Senate succeeded in giving the 
President, through the tariff commission, the 
power of appraising imported coal-tar dye 
products on the valuation of comparable Amer- 
lean products it necessary to give the American 
tndustry adequate protection. 

The Supreme Court of the United States has 
recently upheld the application of this Ameri- 
can valuation plan by government appraisers. 
This may open up the whole question in the 
next Congress. Importers have always fought 
the American valuation plan.

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THE MANUFACTURERS’ SURPLUS. 

It Is argued in some quarters that while the 
farmers of the country have a “surplus’’ prob- 
lem, the manufacturers have not, since they 
can adjust the volume of production to de- 
mand, 

On the contrary, the manufacturers have a 
“surplus’”’ problem precisely the same as the 
farmer, except that the farmer's surplus deals 
with more or less perishable commodities and 
the manufacturer's problem deals with non- 
perishable commodities as a rule, 

The fact that the large manufacturer bas a 
surplus for export is demonstrated by the fact 
that he is constantly reaching out for foreign 
markets to dispose Of what he can not sell in 
the American market. | 

The existence of a surplus in both industries 
is proof that economic laws operate <he same 
woy in each. Manufacturers frequently sell 
abroad at lower prices than at home, because 
they must meet foreign competition. Sellers 
of American farm products in foreign coun- 
tries meet the same conditions; but in neither 
case does the foreign or world price control the 
price of the portion sold in the domestic mar- 
ket. | 
. During 1926 American manufacturers sold 
abroad American semimanufactured and wholly 
manufactured commodities valued at approxti- 
mately $2,600,000,000. This was about one- 
fifth of the amount sold in the United States. 
Approximately $890,000,000 of foodstuffs and 
food animals were exported. This was about 
one-tenth of the total amount sold in the 
United States. Thus there was a larger “‘sur- 
plus’’ for export of manufactured commodities 
than of foodstuffs and food animals. ‘°

required to do the work.

New eolk: May 30 (By the Asso- 
ciated Press).~—Significant changes 
in the trade situation began to un- 
fold last week, creating a more fa- 
vorable impression in the public 
mind of the current state of busi- 


ness. Advances in basic commodity 
prices, indications that April earn- 
ings of the railroads would be the 
largest for that Month since the 
war, a marked expansion in railway 
traffic and reports of increased buy- 


*\ing in important industries were ac- 
i cepted as evidence of improvement. 


While the various measures of 
commercial activity revealed no 
striking change, they were convinc- 
ingly favorable becaugg they indi- 
cated a reversal of the trend that 
was causing distinct anxiety to bus-| 
iness leaders a month or two ago. 
As a natural sequel to the spring 
reaction in the stock market and 
several unsettling developments 
abroad. a sharp setback in business 
would have caused little surprise.

The rising tide of government 
revenues this year, sweeping the 
way to another tax cut next year, 
contains far more than swollen in- 
come tax recefpts. For one thing 
the tariff law is the channel through 
which there surges an ever-mount- 
ing current of gold to Washington. 
Last year the government collected 
$647,000,000 in import duties; 
this year the customs people are 
figuting on getting in $585,000 000, | 
or nearly $2,000,000 a day for 
every business day of the year.

That is a mighty pace to main- 
tain and it can be kept up only if 
America’s foreign trade continues 
to flow at its present speed. There 
was a time when the tariff was not

individual income tax. Al) the in- 
come taxes ‘collected by the govern- 
ment during the year from indi- 
viduals, as distinguished from cor- 
porations, are not much greater, inp 
their total, than the duties col- 
lected on imports from abroad.

OW to make a warm school 

lunch available for the chii- 

dren in small rural scho 
has always been a difficult problem. 
Miss Pugh, a visiting public health 
nurse of Wisconsin, solved it for 
a group of schools in her State. 
When she started she found that 
only 22 schools had a warm noon 
lunch in*her group of 125 schools. 
She sent a questionnaire to teach- 
ers and parents to find out what 
was the objection to a warm noon 
lunch. She found everybody in 
favor of it as an abstract proposi- 
tion. It was good for the children.
